Persiau House-Keeping. 


The usual mode of living "ID one house 


seemed pretty 
nearly the same iu all that 


fell under the range of obaervutiou. 
They 


get up at sunrise, when they have a cup 
of 
coffee. 
The 
few hours iu the day in 


which the Persians condescend to labor in 
any way, are from sunrise until eight o'clock 
in the morning. After that the heat becomes 
so intense (frequently 10S or 109 degrees 
in tlie shade) that all keep withm dours, 
lying about on mats in passages or rooms. 
At tcu they have their substantial meai, 
which consists of mutton and rice, stewed 
together in a rude saucepan, over a charcoal 
fire, built out doors. 
Sometimes, in addi- 


tion to this dish, they have a kind of soup, 
or ''water meat," (whicli is the literal trans- 
lation of the Persian name,J made of waier, 
mutton, onions, parsley, fowls, ricu, dried 
fruits, apiicots, almonds and waluut? stewed 
together. 
But this, as we may guess from 


the multiplicity of iDgredieuts, was a dainty 
dish. 
At four o'clock, the panting Per- 


sians, nearly worn out by the heat of the 
day, take a cup of stiougly perfumed tea, 
with a little bitter orange juice squeezed 
into it; 
aud alter this touic they recover 


strength enough to smoke and lounge.— 
Dinner was the grand meal of thu day, to 
which they invite their friends. 


It was not unlike breakfast, but was 


preceded by a dessert, at whicb wine wa-j 
occasionally introduced, but which always 
consisted of melons and dried fruits. 
The 


dinner was brought iu 011 a pewter tray, but 
we remarked that the pewter dishes were 
very dingy. 
A piece of common print was 


spread OQ the ground, and cakes of bread 
were put on it. 
They had no spoons for 


tbe soup, "water-meat," but soaked their 
bread in it, or curled it round into a hollow 
shape, aud fished up what they could out of 
the abyss. At tbo Prince's they had spoons 
for the flour goat's milk, which seemed to 
be one of their delicacies. This is brought 
down from the mountains, and sold protty 
cheaply in the bazaars. 
Sugar aud salt are 


eaten together with this iced sour goaVa 
milk. 
Smoking paraghilohs beguile the 


ev'euing 
hours 
very pleasantly. 
They 


pluck a quantity of rose-blossoms and put 
them in water, through which the smoke 
pisses ; but the roses la«t in season only a 
month.

chairs in tlie house, for the usoof European 
gentleman, who might visir him.—Mr. llur- 
ton.
